hp,i boon made out for the Govern- 
msnt. As for the Superintendont of 
Education, it was altogether unnecess- 
ary to doteud himself; for no one who 
kjowa the untiring zeal with which hi- 
has striven to work out successfully a 
crude system would require one word 
in his defence. With a self-denying 
mignaniiuity worthy of all admiration 
be has stood in the gup between the 

' local Trustee Boards and the Govern- 
mant who hold with jealous and often 
i niggard baud the educational purse- 

. ' atrings,. and has been but too willing 
to bear the blame properly attaching 
to his master. If there was any- 
thing to condemn in the article which 
appeared in the "Free Press," it was 
that it aoomod to blame a suboidiuate 
whose hands are unduly haniporeJ iu- 
stead of tracing tho blame directly 
home to those by whom ho is hamper- 
ed and who are the real author.^ of nil 
those meannesses and contemptible 
shufilings which have at one time or 
another brought them into longcv- 
heads with nearly every Scliool Bo ir.l 
in the country. If wo havo any fault 
to find -with tho Superintendent of 
Education it is that ho has been too 

- yielding in a desire to raako matters 
Work harmoniously, too ready to suf- 
fer vicariously — that he has not stood 
up more firmly and insisted upon the 
untramelled exercise of the legitimate 
functions of his important office. The 

' dead-look which occurred between the 
J. Victoria School Board and the Pro- 
^^Tincial Government will still be with- 
in the reader's rocoUecticfC. To such 
an extreme and in such a picayunish 
ipirit did Ministers push supervision 
in the smallest details of expenditure 
that the gentlemen composing the lo- 
cal Board became utterly disgusted 
and refused to act. Such has, to a 
greater or less extent, been the ex- 
perience of nearly every School JJuard 
in the Ftoviuce; and it would be 
strange, indeed, if the Nanaimo Board 
'were an exception. The Superinten- 
dent mustoicuae us for thinking t!mt, 
in over-zeal for the dignity of his m,is- 
' ters, he has to some ostoiit comijro- 
*"* misod bis own. When, for instance, he 
undertakes to make it appear that the 
Government have displayed exception- 
al liberality in the case of Nanaimo in 
having expended ?2,5l)0 on bor school 
buildings during the past tuo years, 
he must bo consi;ioi;.s of how very lia- 
ble his woids arc to be taken in an 
irjnical sense by perHons most fami- 
liar with the facts of the case.

ing based upon tho extended personal 
obaorvations of tho writor. J^lr. Elliott 
has spent n gioiit deal of time iu Alaska, 
botli before and siueo its jjuroluiso, and 
has prob.'ibly seen nioro of its rocks and 
icebergs than any other Auienciui. All 
the stories of its mineral wealth, and of 
tha valao of its fisheries, he says, aro 
purs fictions. Its surface is a mass of 
basaltio rook, which, as all goologists 
know, contains no iniueral depo.sits. 
What little soil there is produoos little 
that is usofnl to man, ami tho liihories, 
which wore dosuriliod as of itnnionso 
vahio when tho treaty for biiyinf^ tho ro 
gion was pending, do not yichl food 
enough to sujjply the natives. The only 
portion of the vast domain which yields 
any revenue to the Qovernmeut is the 
fur-seal islands. From tho tai on the 
Hkins of the animnls taken on Ihmf' 
islands tho Treasury gnts al)uut 5300,000 
annually. Agninst this . .^inglc item of 
raTeaue Mr. Elliott ofTiivts tho cost of 
maintaining troops iu the territory, which 
amonuts to about $350,000 ayear.and.tlio 
expense of the oivil establitiLimeQt at Sit 
ka and in the seal islands. Without 
counting interest on tho jmrchaao money 
l)aid Kiiasia, which at (! por ocul. vrould 
amount to S-120,OOU a year, tlio hulunoi* 
sheet showB a lipHvy cUdicit. Tlio Utiilt-d 
Stales is thoroforo paying^ a lai^'c 
for the empty honor of pos.sessiug a vast, 
desolate region, whioh is totally unQt for 
the home of civilized lieings aud can 
novor by any poin'oditr btt anything but 
a burden for this country to carry.

The 
ground between oam:\\ v>,\w of Irecr, ip 
nlantod \Yitii vinos, wliieh after iWc or 
'-^ix yeais Miri'ic(! to repuy the c(jsl of 
tho whole plantation aud its culture. 
It is urged that this experijpe;ot, ap- 
pliod to the largo traott of laud in the 
South of Fennco wbich have been 
denuded of forests, would havo tho 
doublet advantage of increasing tho 
r.upply of trulller,, and of replacing tho 
forests tbo want of which is very much 
felt.
